NOVEMBER 14, 1974 ATTACK ON EMBASSY, ONE HAS BEEN 
GIVEN THREE- YEAR JAIL SENTENCE SUSPENDED FOR FIVE 
YEARS, AND REMAINING FOUR ARE NO UNDERGOING TRIAL. 

ALL THREE INVOLVED IN NOVEMBER 22, 1974 ATTACK ON CONSULATE 
FUKUOKA ARE CURRENTLY UNDER TRIAL. END SUMMARY. 

1. FONOFF HAS PROVIDED EMBASSY WITH MINJUSTICE MEMO 
OF APRIL 17, 1975 SHOWING PRESENT STATUS OF CASES 

AGAINST EMBASSY TOKYO AND CONSULATE FUKUOKA ATTACKERS.

A. ASSAILANTS WERE (MONTH-DAY- YEAR OF BIRTH):

B. GIST OF CASE: ON NOVEMBER 14, 1974, ATTACKERS 

THREW ABOUT TEN FIREBOMBS INTO EMBASSY GROUNDS FROM 
THIRTEENTH FLOOR OF HOTEL OKURA FACING EMBASSY. AT 
SAME TIME, OTHER ATTACKERS ARMD WITH 15 FIREBOMBS AND 
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SIX PIECES OF IRON PIPE INVADED EMBASSY GROUNDS AND 
ATTACKED POLICE OFFICERS THERE, INFLICTING INIURY ON 
FOUR OFFICERS REQUIRING TREATMENT RANGING FROM THREE 
DAYS TO ONE WEEK. CHARGED WITH UNLAWFUL MANUFACTURE, 

COLLECTION, AND USE OF WEAPONS, UNLAWFUL ENTRY, 

OBSTRUCTION OF PERFORMANCE OF DUTY OF POLICE OFFICERS, 

AND ASSAULT AND BATTERY AND INFICITING INJURY UPON THEM. 

C. STATUS: ALL FIVE ARRAIGNED DECEMBER 5, 1974. 

KITAZAWA, PAROLED JANUARY 30, 1975, HAS BEEN TRIED 
IN TOKYO DISTRICT COURT AND SENTENCE APRIL 16, 1975 
TO THREE- YEAR JAIL SENTENCE WITH FIVE-YEAR STAYOF 
EXECUTION. REMAINING FOUR, UNDER DETENTION SINCE 
NOVEMBER 14, 1974, WILL COME UP FOR PUBLIC TRIAL (FIST 

3. AMCONSULATE FUKUOKA. 

A. ASSAILANTS WERE: YASUO MORIOKA ([Sensitive Information Removed Per NARA 28 AUG 2013]), 

HIKARU KOISHI ([Sensitive Information Removed Per NARA 28 AUG 2013]) AND TOSHIAKI TOHYA ([Sensitive Information Removed Per NARA 28 AUG 
2013]). 

B. GIST OF CASE: ON NOVEMBER 22, 1974, ATTACKERS 
ARMED WITH SIX FIREBOMBS AND THREE METALLIC BASEBALL 
BATS INVADED US CONSULATE GROUNDS IN FUKUOKA, 

PHYSICALLY ATTACKED PRINCIPAL OFFICER WITH BATS, AND 
THREW FIREBOMBS AT AND ATTACKED POLICE OFFICERS 

ON DUTY AT CONSULATE. INFLICTED INJURY ON TWO OFFICERS, 

REQUIRING MEDICAL TREATMENT OF FIVE DAYS AND TWO WEEKS. 

THREW FIREBOMBS AND DAMAGED WALL OF CONSULATE BUILDING. 

HAULED DOWN US FLAG FROM FLAGPOLE ON CONSULATE 
GROUNDS AND DESTROYED FLAG WITH FIREBOMBS. CHARGED 
WITH UNLAWFUL MANUFACTURE, COLLECTION, AND USE OF 
WEAPONS, UNLAWFUL ENTRY, ASSAULT AND BATTERY, OBSTRUCTION 
OF PERFORMANCE OF DUTY OF POLICE OFFICERS AND INFLICTING 
INJURY, ARSON IN OCCUPIED BUILDING, AND DESTRUCTION OF 
FOREIGN FLAG. 

C. STATUS: ALL THREE, UNDER DETENTION SINCE 
NOVEMBER 22, 1974, HAVE BEEN ARRAIGNED DECEMBER 13, 1974 
AND BROUGHT TO TRIAL IN FUKUOKA DISTRICT COURT. TWO 
HEARINGS HAVE BEEN COMPLETED AND ARGUMENTS ARE TO COMMENCE 
SHORTLY. 
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
